To elect a Delegate to the State Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


The artcles of the warrant will be taken up and act- 
ed upon at six of the clock in the afternoon. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To hear the reports of all committees and take 
any vote relative thereto. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
T.R.A. for construction of Class IV and Class V roads, 
and raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of 
$792.52 and the State will contribute $5,283.45. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3,200.00 to do the necessary 
tarring of town roads, or take any vote relative thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $700.00 for the care of the ceme- 
teries in the town, or take any vote relative thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $69.00 (1/100 of 1% of the valuation) 
to the Monadnock Region of Southern New Hampshire 
for the issuance and distribution of printed matter, 
newspaper and magazine advertising, calling attention 
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to the resources and natural advantages of the town, 
in cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns of 
the Monadnock Region. 


7. To see if the town will vote to appoint a special

Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 
percent of the forest fires occuring in the state of New 
Hampshire in 1955 — 235 fires out of a total of 463 origi- 
nated from these two sources. Lighted smoking ma- 
terial and matches thrown from moving vehicles along 
the highway or dropped by fishermen, hunters, hikers, 
berry and flower pickers accounted for 26 percent; 
debris burning in the wrong place or at the wrong time 
by those who failed to heed all pleas for safety or re- 
fused to recognize the logical, sensible rules and regu- 
lations set up under legislative authority governing the 
use of fire in or near woodlands accounted for more 
than 24 percent. This is inexcusable. 

Everything possible is being done officially to reme- 
dy the situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute 
on our law books which requires everyone to secure 
written permission from the local forest fire warden 
before starting a fire in or near woodlands or where 
fire can be communicated to woodlands, unless the 
ground is covered with snow. A never ending program 
of educational work is being carried on by your local 
warden and state officials to inform the general public 
both of the value and necessity of securing the required 
permit for such burning. Much progress has been 
made, but there are still many who fail or refuse to 
cooperate. The value of our permit system was definite- 
ly proven in this district during the 1955 calendar year. 
Local wardens issued 1621 permits for debris burning 
fires. That's a lot of permits. The records show only 8 
permit fires got out of control. This proves several 
things — while wardens were liberal in the issuance of 
fire permits, accommodating every applicant so far 
as possible, they were cautious, following closely direc- 
tives outlining overall policy governing the issuance 
of burning permits and thoroughly instructing permit 
users. The latter, too, fully appreciating their responsi- 
bility in using their permits, governed themselves ac- 
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cordingly. Result? Much burning done legally and 
safe. 

But what of the smokers? Despite all the efforts of 
those officially charged with the responsibility of pre- 
venting fires, too many were careless or thoughtless 
in disposing of smoking material and matches. Why? 
It is difficult to say. Autos are now equipped with ash 
trays. Why not use them? The crushing out of a cigar, 
cigarette and the complete extinguishment of matches 
before being discarded is an easy chore. 

If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent 
smoker and debris burner could be overcome, more 
than half of our annual forest fires would be eliminat- 
ed. Will YOU do YOUR share to bring this about? 


Remember 

1. Get a written permit from your local warden 
before starting your debris burning or camp fire. The 
law requires it. 

2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving 
them. 

3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking 
material and matches before discarding them.

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The “Courtesy Town Meeting” held on Saturday, 
August 20, 1955, was most successful. The purpose of 
it was to bring together local citizens and our non- 
resident friends, many of whom spend considerable 
time locally in the summer months. It afforded an op- 
portunity for them to meet town and school officers 
and in turn gave us a chance to meet them personally, 
with the result they are no longer just the name of a 
taxpayer. 

The attendance was large — larger in fact than at 
some regular Town Meetings. Moderator Austin Holt 
presided and made everyone welcome. Town affairs 
were explained, finances were discussed and major prob- 
lems were outlined. Discussion and criticisms were in- 
vited from non-voter friends and this proved sincere, 
constructive and to the point. 

In attempting to summarize the remarks of several 
who spoke we recorded the following points: 

1. Our non-resident friends, many of whom own 
property on dirt roads want good, useable roads during 
the weeks they are in town. 

2. They want a town dump. 

3. They are conscious of the higher taxes they 
pay now as compared with years ago. They point out 
that their temporary residence here does not enable 
them to derive some of the benefits which accrue to 
the local citizens. 

The ladies of the Planning Board served refresh- 
ments during the social hour which followed the meet- 
ing. 

The Planning Board, with the cooperation of the 
State Planning Board is at work on a town map, which 
should be helpful to town and school officials. More 
about this at a later date. 

It is recommended that an article be presented in 
the Warrant for the coming Town Meeting to see what

the Voters may do with respect to a Town Dump which 
is now a must under the law amended at the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature. This question might be re- 
ferred to a special committee, without appropriation, 
to study the question, hold hearings and report at the 
March 1957 Town Meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 


I respectfully submit my ninth annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

School opened this fall with a staff of three full- 
time teachers; Mrs. Alice Smith, teaching grades 1 and 
2; Mrs. Adelaide Herrick teaching grades 3 and 4, and 
Mrs. Howard Peters teaching grades 5 and 6. Mrs. 
Peters is a graduate of Keene Teachers College and 
had previous teaching experience in Rye, N. H., Man- 
chester, N. H. and for several years substituted in var- 
ious capacities in Supervisory Union +63. 

From September until the Christmas Vacation, 
grades 5 and 6 were housed in the vestry of the Baptist 
Church, during which time the addition to the Lynde- 
borough Central School was under construction. We 
are deeply grateful to the Baptist Church officials for 
permitting us to use the Church facilities. 

The addition of the third teacher has accomplished 
all that we expected it to in terms of relieving the 
teaching load on Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Herrick and 
providing an opportunity to deal more directly with 
individual pupil needs. The additional space has done 
much toward improving pupil and teacher morale. 

Special attention has been given this year to arith- 
metic fundamentals and the development of good read- 
ing habits and improved reading techniques. The latter 
has been accomplished through the introduction of 
special reading skill-texts Tal 

The large room will give us an opportunity to de- 
velop a better program of social development through 
social and dramtic activities. At last we are able to 
bring our school children together for various activities 
that will promote a feeling of unity. 


Our health program; including physical examina- 
tion, is under the supervision of Mise Sybil Beatham, 
School Nurse. The Telebinocular has been used eliee 
the situation warranted it, to screen more carefully, 
those children who were suspected of having deficient 
eye-sight. The Maico Individual Audiometer has been 
used to screen more carefully those children suspected 
of having hearing deficiencies. Both of these devices 
were purchased by the Wilton Lions Club for use in 
the Wilton and Lyndeborough Schools. The results 
have been excellent. 


Building and Playground 

The contract for the new addition to the Lynde- 
borough Central School was awarded to Mr. Ralph 
W. Bean of Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts for the con- 
tract price $31,331, on August 10, 1955. The architec- 
tural firm of S. S. Eisenberg of Boston, Massachusetts 
was engaged as the architects at a rate of 6%, this 
amount to include supervision of the project. 

In accordance with a motion passed at the last dis- 
trict meeting, the Moderator Mr. Erwin Cummings ap- 
pointed the following advisory committee to work with 
the School Board; Arthur Fulgoni, Joseph Fay, E. Foster 
Knight and William Shinn. This committe was most 
cooperative and helpful in assisting the School Board 
to develop the plans and see the project through to com- 
pletion. At this writing the building has not been form- 
ally accepted by the School Board. There are still sev- 
eral adjustments to be made and items to be completed. 

It was necessary to delete the finish grading and 
sidewalks to keep within the appropriation. Much of 
this work will be started in the spring and completed 
during the summer months. An item of $200 is in- 
cluded in the School Board's Budget to insure comple- 
tion of the grading.

Special Article 

Article +9 in the warrant calls to the attention of 
the voters the desirability of erecting a four foot chain 
link fence across the front of the school lot to prevent 
children from running out into the highway. Our ex- 
perience with this situation indicates that this is not 
only desirable but very essential for the safety of our 
children. It calls for an appropriation of $330. 


Finance 

The School Board's Budget calls for an appropria- 
tion of $38,277.63, an increase of $5,010.25 over that 
of last year. This increase is reflected in the following 
areas: Principal $3,000; Tuitions $1,290; Teachers’ Sal- 
aries $600: Insurance $171; Custodial Services $200. 
Decreases in several items makes the net increase the 
amount noted above. The income for the year 1956-57 
is estimated as $8,180. This includes an estimated bal- 
ance of $500; State Aid $7,300; State Building Aid $300 
and income from trust funds $30. 

It is estimated that we will have 34 pupils attending 
Wilton High School at $250 per pupil (an increase of 
$25 per pupil); Brewster 1 at $275; New Boston 1 at 
$300. Elementary tuitions are estimated to be 14 to 
Wilton Jr. High at $175 (an increase of $25 per pupil); 
Milford 4 at $175 (an increase of $25 per pupil); 
Francestown 6 at $175. Consequently the high school 


tuition cost has increased $615, and elementary tuition 
costs $675.

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Lyndeborough School Board, teachers, parents and 
citizens of Lyndeborough, for their excellent coopera- 
tion and support in supervising and administering the 
education program.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


This was a very busy year in the Health Supervision 
Program in the Lyndeborough School. There was chick- 
en pox, mumps, measles, and scarlet fever, besides 
many upper respiratory infections among the children 
during the school year. I made sixteen visits to the 
school during the year to check for signs of communi- 
cable disease and to perform my duties as school nurse. 

I assisted Dr. Sheris when he made his annual in- 
spection of the children’s physical condition and as- 
sisted in maintaining the health records for each child. 
I made three Horner visits to parents to discuss health 
problems and assisted in aiding treatment. 

I used both the telebinocular and the Snellon Chart 
in vision screening this year and found five children 
who were showing vision defects. Four already had 
glasses and the fifth child was referred to her own 
phy sician. 

The Maico single audiometer was used in re-check- 
ing the hearing AE four children and found that there 
was some improvement in their hearing and they did 
not require further checking. 

The Salk Polio Vaccine Program required a great 
deal of time spent in arrangement for the giving of 
the vaccine, the actual giving of the vaccine, and then 
a post clinic check to make sure that no child had suf- 
fered any untoward effects. Two children had tempera- 
tures the next day but were at school on Friday ap- 
parently normal and healthy. Due to factors beyond 
our control the second shot was not given during the 
school year although arrangements were made for this 
and transportation was available to carry the children 
to Milford.
